London, Sunday.—That Iho Uermtln 


losses In Wednesday's big naval blittle 
oft the coast of Jutland will at least 
equal those of Great Britain when the 
Una! figures arc available, was tho op- 
inion expressed by naval experts today 
after a careful study tjf lho reports 
presented by Urillsh commanders.

Tho 1 linden- 
burg Is one of tho newest and most 
powerful vessels In tlie Kaiser's navy, 
and her loss would . prove a terrible 
blow to Germany.

has been learned as yet, ami the Uri- 
llsh Admiralty will mil make any al- 
legation that she was destroyed until 
full Information has been obtained. 


Lotl Four Cipitnl Shipi
